David Wright previews tonight’s 
match against the Crows. 


Sydney United were the first team to 
appear against us at Bruce way back in 
October.

John Koch needs to keep his defence 
very focussed from the outset. | 
thought full-backs Paul Dee and Peter 
Mazis gave their opposite numbers 
too much room against Melbourne 
Knights. They are at their best when 
attacking themselves and have been 
a huge asset to the team in that 
capacity since they paired up, but they 
need to remember their defensive 
duties come first. 


With Wade and Kelly set to join 
Michael Musitano and Alex Castro in 
a full strength midfield, | expect them 
to be able to deliver enough quality 
balls for Perinovic and Lemezina to 
send the visitors home empty handed.
